Request for Continued Examination

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Claims 1, 6, 10, and 14 which recite the apparatus and associated method for 
wireless communication comprising a specific modulation, encoding method and its 
associated demodulation and decoding method utilizing special transmit power 
determining method, wherein the transmit power value as including a first compensated 
power value and a second compensated power value, the prior art of record neither 
anticipate nor render obvious the limitation as claimed, with respect to a linear receiver. 

The prior art of record, also does not teach or suggest the method as recited for 
transmitting data on a plurality of frequency sub-channels.
